of'hannony with "peaceful progress, it » not diffieult- 
tt> detect the menace with which democracy, even 
civilization itself, is confronted.

It will 
be noted that Labor has improved its position on this 
o-.rasion by gaining seven seats at the expense of the 
Independents and Fanners and National League. 

Mr. Kevin O'Higgins, vice-president of the Free 
State Cabinet, very naturally does not like the loss 
of seats; but he consoles himself With the fact that the 
e!-r(orate by a rwo-to-ooe majority for the third tune 
in three years has shown its approval of the Treaty 
with Great Britain—-the agreement which created 
l!m Free State. On the other hand. Mr. de Valera, 
who is just as anti-British as ever, is extracting full 
sa'isfaction from what he describes as a defeat of the 
Government. ,

When them two additional 
structures are open to traffic, a tourist trade the like 
of which has never been equaled should flow Into 
Ontario. 

It Is estimated that close upon 10.000.000 tour- 
tote entered Canada In motor car* for periods rang¬ 
ing from a few hours to * few months lest year Of 
this number more than half entered Ontario. It la not 
at all unlikely that the number will be almost doubled 
this year This U a trade which means a greet deal 
in additional business It to rapidly nearing the top 
as a revenue producing agency for Canada. The least 
we can do to to encourage more of It by providing good 
reads, good camps and unmarred scenery.
